Little Rock, Ark... December 6.—Rud 
Wilson, a convict who killed R. H. Nay- 
lor, a guard of the Yel! county convict 
camp, last September, was hanged today 
at Danville. The trap was sprung at 
§:6 o'clock and at 10:0 the body was low- 
ered into a coffin. 

Refore the lid was upon the 
coffin the body began moving about. WII- 
gon opened his eyes and his whole frame 
shook with tremors. He was taken from 
the coffin by deputies and carried up the 
steps to the scaffold for the purpose of 
hanging him again. 

When the platform was reached the 
body became rigid, remaining so for a 
moment and then became limp. Wilson 

was examined by the physicians, who 
fnally pronounced him dead, death being 
caused by strangulation. 
Confessed to Five Murders. 

Lake City, Fla., December 6.—Thomas 
J. Hampton, colored, who committed a 
double murder at Fort White, in this 
county nine years ago, was hanged here 
teday for the crime. The doomed man 
showed the most remarkable nerve and 
smoked a cigar to the very moment the 
bleck cap was adjusted. In his “sdahygnent 
just before the execution he confessed to

PAID TO NURSE, 
SHE POISONED 


Miss Jane Toppan Is Indicted 


for Murdering Three of 
Her Patients. 


SHE SEEMED IN AGONY 
WHEN ARRAIGNED AT BAR 


Tightly She Clutched Rail—Three 
Times She Was Asifed if She 
Was Guilty, and Thrice 
She Gasped ‘Not 
Guilty.” 


Barnstable, Mass., December 6.—Miss 
Jane Toppan, of Lowell, stood up in the 
superior court room late this afternoon 
and heard the grand jury’s indictment 
charging her with the murder of three 
persons whom she had been engaged to 
nurse back to health, but who had died 
under her charge, and according to the 
indictment by her hand. 

The indictments against her are three, 
charging her with the death of Mrs. 
Mary D. Gibbs, a second with the death 
of A. P. Davis, both of Cataumet, and 
thy third with that of Mrs. Genevieve 
A. Gordon, of Chicago, all alleging that 
the cause was the administration of poi- 
sonous drugs, ten grains of morphine 
or atrophine, or morphine and atrophine 
together, or by some poison unknown to 
the jury. 

For ten minutes the woman _§ stood 
tightly clutching the rall while the clerk 
read the indictment charging her with 
the murder of Mrs. Gibbs. At length 
Miss Toppan’s counsel spared her further 
agony by waving the reading, and all 
that remained was for her to plead. 
Three times she was asked if she was 
guilty of the murder and three times she 
replied in a low votce: 

“Not gullty.” 

After the woman had entered her plea 
her counsel asked that the state ap- 
point counsel for her and Chief Justice 
Mason, who presijjed, said thatshe would 
take the matter under advisement. Miss 
Toppan was then led away to her cell, 
where she will remain until some time 
early next spring, when she will be given 
a trial by jury.

HEPBURN FRAMES CANAL BILL 


Differs Somewhat from Measure He 
Introduced Last Year. s 
Washington, December 6.—Representa- 
tive Hepburn, of lowa, today introduced 
his isthmian canal bill, which, by reason 
cf his being the author of the bill passed 
last year and his probable continuance at 
the head of the commerce committee, is 
regarded as the measure which will serve 
as a basis for action by the house. 

It differs from the Hepburn bill passed 
last year in making the total appropria- 
tion $180,000,000 instead of $140,000,000; of 
the total amount $10,000,000 is made avail- 
able to begin the work. 

In other respects the bill follows that of 
last year, authorizing the president to ac- 
quire a right of way from Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua and then to direct the secre- 
tary of war to begin the ‘construction, 
from Greytown on the Caribbean sea to 
Brito on the Pacific ocean, with suitable 
defenses, etc.

beogian Who Ruled Cannibal 
Island Lost in Storm, 


Thirty Years Ago O’Keefe Landed 
at Yap and, Being White, Na- 
tives Thought Him a God. 
Leaves $1,000,000 
to Family. 


Savannah, Ga., December 6.—Mrs. Cath- 
erine O'Keefe, of this city, received to- 
day a letter from Joseph Michaels. of 
Yap, Cafoline Islands, advising her of the 
probable loss at sea of her husband, Cap- 
tain David D. O'Keefe, and the fact that 
he had left property worth probably 
$1,000,000. Michaels has applied to the 
American consul at Hong Kong to pfro- 
tect O’Keefe’s property. Mrs. O'Keefe 
has engaged O’Qonnor, O'Byrne & Hart- 
ridge, a prominent law firm here, to look 
out for her jnterests. 

David D. O'Keefe was known in the 
Oriental trade as “King O'Keefe, of 
Yap,"’ which island he virtually owned. 
When O'Keefe first landed at Yap, thirty 
years ago, the cannibal natives thought 
him a dsmi-god on account of Lis white 
skin and made him their king. He built 
up a profitable trade to Hong Kong and 
owned two barks that traded between 
Caroline “and Chinese ports. Last Jun 
he went to Hong Kong with copra and 
other native products, from. which point 
he cent his wife, in this city, a check for 
$1,500. After leaving Hong Kong his ves- 
sel disappeared and is supposed to have 
been lost In a storm. 

The letter to Mrs. O’Kceefe says that 
her husband left Hong Kong May 1° last 
for Yap, but never reached there. Since 
then nothing has been heard of him, of 
his vessel or of his crew, and Secretary 
Micheals is convinced that the vessel was 
lost with alk.on board. Captain O’heefe 
traded between the Caroline islands and 
Hong Kong, and was well known at the 
Chinese port. 

In his iast letter to his wife, which was 
received in June, Captain O'Keefe stated 
that he was negotiating for the sale of 
his heldings in the Caroline islands and 
hoped to return to his family in this city 
shortly. 

Captain O’Keefe was a seafaring man 
and left Savannah in 1871 fcr the Caroline 
islands. He traded between the islands 

-— his hotdings 
increased. He acquired property on thy 
various islands of the group, and became 
so tied up with property thet he found it 
impossible to leave. His trips between 
Yap and Hong Kong were frequent and 
he was almost as well-known in one place 
as another. Each year he has sent his 
wife and daughter a substantial check for 
their maintenance. 

‘King’ O'Keefe was 56 years old and a 
native of this city. 


GATHMANN GUN NOT DEADLY. 


Weapon Fails To Find Favor with 
the Government Experts. 

Washington, December 6.—The report of 
the mixed army and navy board, headed 
by Major Knight, corps of engineer, ap- 
pointed under the terms of an act of con- 
gress to test the Gathmann gun, has been 
laid before congress by Secretary Root. 
The report sums up the results a fol- 
lows: 

“After a careful consideration of the 
effect of the various impacts on the re- 
spective tariffs of the Gathmann gun and 
the 12-inch army service rifle the board 
finds that none of the impacts from the 
Gathmann gun would have endangered a 
modern battle ship: that the Gathmann 
system is not effective as a means of at- 
tacking armored vessels, and that any 
one of the shots from the 12-inch army 
service rifle would have wrought serious 
injury to a modern battle ship as regards 
its buoyancy, the interior mechanism and 
the armament and the personnel. It may 
be said in this connection that the de- 
structive effect of the 12-inch army ser- 
vice rifle surpasses anything hitherto ob- 
tained from any gun so far as this board 
has knowledge, or as the records show. 
There is nothing in the Gathmann sys- 
tem to recommend its adoption in the 
public service of the United States, or to 
warrant further experiments.”’

Rev. George W. Peterkin gave 
an address on ‘The Clefgy,”’ and was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Jolin We Wood, on “The 
Laity.’’

This afternoon the subject, “What We 
Are Doing for the Negro,”” was treated by 
Rt. Rev: C. Kiniock Nelson, D.D., bishop 
of Georgia; “The PhtlHppines,’’ by the 
Rev. Charles H. Beck, Bishop-elect to the 
Philippines; ‘‘Brazil,” by the Rt. Rev. 
Lucien’ L: Kinsolying, D.D., bishop of 
Brazil. : 

Nelson Pleads for Education. 

Dr. Nelson mate a strong appeal for the 
Education of ‘the @elored race along in- 
dustrial lines. ‘Int spite of the many 
colleges of the south, said the speaker, 
whieh are devoted to higher education of 
the negro, few are found who stand 
high in the institutions, adding that the 
real demand is for a ‘training that will 
fit the colored man for elemental and 
useful vocations. Dr. Nelson declared 
emphatically that there is no descent, 
capable negro fn*the south today who 
need be without work for twelve hours. 
Continuing, he said: 

“The southern people as a class have 
no sympathy with th outrages that are 
perpetuated. The best of them are op- 
posed to the disregard for law and order 
that is sometimes mé«nifested, and I 
wish to warn you against believing all 
you read abor= the enormities qnat are 
chronicled. Too often these are the 
products of the imagination of sensation- 
al newspapers, and have no foundation 
in fact.’’ 

In closing, Dr. Nelson said that the con- 
tributions that have been made for the 
prosecution of work among the negroes 
in the south have Been deplorably tnad- 
equate. ees , 


Dr. Kinsolving s@id when he went to 
Brazil he found himself in a land of 
spiritual death, among 18,000,000 people, 
four-fifths of whom were utterly illiter- 
ate, and that practically these same con- 
ditions prevail today. 

“The growth of our wérk in Brazil, 
however,’ said Dr. Kinsolving, “‘and the 
growth of our churches and the liberality 
of the native Christians have no paral- 
lel in. history.”’

REDUCED RATES ARE GRANTED 


By the General Agents of Railroads 
East of Chicago. 

Chicago, December 6.—Reduced rates 
for a number of big annual gatherings to 
be held next summer were agreed on by 
general passenger agents of railroads east 
of Chicago at a meeting in this city to- 
day. 

For the Charleston exposition the rail- 
road agents agreed on a scale of rates 
based on the limits of the tickets. Regular 
tourist tickets, good for ninety days, will 
be sold at 80 per cent of double the one 
way local fares. Tickets good for fifteen 
Gays will be sold from Chicago and all 
points east of here at one first-class 
fare, plus 10 per cent. The return trip 
must be finished within the fifteen days. 

For military companies and uniformed 
bands desiring to visit the exposition, 
the rate will be 2 cents per mile in 
each direction. These tickets will not 
be sold, however, except where there are 
twenty-five or more persons in the party, 
and for each member of such parties one 
ticket must be used. 


HIGH PRAISE FOR ROOSEVELT. 


London Editor Likens the President 
to Cromwell. 

London, December 6.—An article on 
President Roosevelt will occupy consider- 
able space in tomorrow’s issue of The 
Spectator. His message to congress is 
highly commended. 

‘Here, at any rate,"’ The Spectator will 
say, “is a man who knows what he means 
and who means that the world shall 


know it also.’’ 

Briefly, The Spectator will approve of 
President Roosevelt's attitude, both in re- 
gard to the trusts and to foreign policy, 
but the paper will admit that European 
powers will never accept Monroeism in 
theory and only practice as long as the 
American navy is strong enough to sup- 
port it. The Spectator is especially giad 
that President Roosevelt is inclined to 
face the possibility of the need to amend 
the constitution, which American states- 
men always regard as too sacred to be 
touched. 

The Spectator will also contain a highly 
eulogistic article on President Roosevelt's 
essay, ‘“‘The Citizen and the Public Man,” 
and will say that in this essay one sees a 
man with the inflexible moral vigor of 
Cromwell. 

“We are conivnced that President 
Roosevelt is going to play a great part 
and a good part if he continues his work 
in the spirit which inspires this remark- 
able sermon. He will prove the most 
sweetening influence in the whole lump of 
American civil life that has been known 
for many years.’’

CAME UPON A ROCK SLIDE 


Attempt Was Made To Reverse the 
Engine, but It Proved To 
Be Too Late. 


Vancouver, B. C., December 6.—At an 
early hour this morning a Canadian Pa- 
cific freight train was proceeding east 
at a siow rate around a dangerous curve, 
400 feet above the Fraser river, when 
Engineer Randall suddenly came upon a 
rock slide scarcely 50 vards ahead of 
him. A signal was given to the brake- 
men and the engine was reversed, but it 
was too late. 

The train was going scarcely 5 miles 
an hour, but the heavy train behind piled 
the engine on the rocks, and before tho 
engineer and fireman could jump, the 
engine rolled over and over 350 feet down 
the bluff to the river. Engineer Randall 
and Fireman Potruff were crushed to 
death beneath the engine. Three carg¢ 
were wrecked, going over the bank after 
the engine. Traffic was delayed six 
hours.

BACON AND MONEY MADE 
OBJECTIONS 10 TREATY 


They Think Interests of the United 
States Might Suffer in Case of 
War, but They Did Not 
Vote Against the 
Report. 


Washington, December 6.—(Special.— 
There will be no serious opposition to 
the ratification of the new Hay-Pauncé- 
fote treaty before the senate. This be-: 
came evident during the discussion of 
the treaty before the senate committee 
on fore'gn relations today, when Sena-. 
tor Bacon and Senator Money stated their 
positions with regard to the measure. 
The committee. without a negative vote, 
decided to report the treaty favorably. 

This does not mean that all of the 
members of the committee believe that 
all features of the treaty are what they 
should be, but those who criticise it In 
some respects feel that opposition would 
mean delay in the enactment of canal 
leg slation and that the weak points of 
the treaty are not serious enough to 
warrant such delay. 

When the committee met Senator Ba- 
econ proposed that the treaty be amended 
by the insertion after the fifth section 
of article three of the new treaty the pro- 
vision which was known as the Davis 
amendment in the ‘last congress. This 
reads as follows: 

“It is agreed, however, that none of 
the immediately foregoing ‘conditions and 
stipulations in sections m red 1, 2, 3. 
4 and 5 of. this article shall apply to 
measures which ,the United States may, 
find it necessary to take for securing 
for its own forces the defense of the 
United States, and the maintenance of

Senator Bacon and Senator Money, 
however, stated certain objectiong to 
features of the treaty. but they. said 
they would not oppose ratification in the 
senate. Senator Bacon pointed out rea- 
sons why he considered it unwise to agree 
to the fourth article, which deals with 
future possible changes of sovereignty 
in the countries traversed by the c@- 


nal. 

“It is in my opinion inevitable,” sald 
he. “that after the canal is built those 
countries will in the end belong to the 
United States. We will in some way 
bring them into our system. I believe 
that we should not bind ourselves to 
anything that we will not carry out, 
and I know that if these countries do 
belong to us we will do whatever we 
choose with the canal should we at any 
time be at war with Great Britain. It, 
does not seem to, me honest to enter 
into treaty stipulations which we will not. 
keep. That fourth article seems, there- 
fore, entirely unnecessary. However, I 
will not oppose ratification, as opposti-' 
tion will only delay the bullding of the 
canal which we all favor so heartily.” 

Senator Money also said he would sot: 
oppose ratification. The other members 
of the committee believe, in view of 
these statements, that there !s a good 
chance to secure " ratificatfon of the 
treaty before the holidays.

United States Powerless in War. | 

The contention was made that the ef- 
fect of the treaty as sent to the senate 
would deprive the United States of the 
control of the canal tn case of war. Fis- 
pecial attention was called to the provise 
ion in the preamble of the pending treaty 
reserving article 8 of the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty from the repeal provision of 
the new treaty. The portion of this ar- 
ticle of the old treaty to which especial 
objection was made reads as follows: 

“In granting, however, their joint pro- 
tection to any such canal or railways as 
are, by this article specified, & is always 
understood by the United States and 
Great Britain that the partfes construct- 
ing or owning the same shali impose no 
other charges or conditions of traffic 
thereupon than the aforesaid goverr- 
ments shall approve of as just and equit- 
able, and that. the same canals or ralil- 
ways, being open to the citizens and sub- 
jects of the United States and Great 
Britain on equal terms, shall also be open 
on like terms to the citizens and subjects 
of every other state which is willing to 
grant thereto such protection as the 
t'nited States and Great Britain engage 
to afford.”

IN SAME HOUR 


Chaffee Comments on Treachery 
of the Filipinos, 


Their Traitorous Conduct and the 
Humanity of Our Troops Re- 
sponsible for Continuance 
of Rebellion—The Army 
Cannot Be Reduced. 


Washington, December 6.—The war de- 
partment today made public the first 
annual report of Major General A. R. 
Chaffee, military, governor of the Philip- 
pines. General Chaffee sums up the 
situation in the Philippines from a mili- 
tary point of view by stating that the 
provinces of Batangas and Laguna, in 
Luzon, and the islands of Samar, Min- 
doro, Cebu and Bohol constitute the 
area now disturbed by any embodied 
force of insurgents. He says that to 
the physical character of the country, 
to the nature of the warfare of the 
rebels, who are amigo and foe in the 
selfsame hour; to the humanity of the 
troops, which is taken advantage of by 
the rebels and the inhabitants who sym- 
pathize with them, and to the fear of 
assassination on the part of the friendly 
disposed if they give information to the 
American forces, is due the prolongation 
of the guerrilla warfare. } 

Commenting upon the plan of gradual- 
ly replacing military with civil admin- 
istration, General Chaffee recommends 
that there be no further material reduc- 
t‘on of troops before January. 1908. The 
civil governments which are being or- 
ganized—provincial and municipal—Gen- 
eral Chaffee says are both new and un- 
tried and there is but one certain and 
reliable method of ascertaining the prog- 
ress of the Filipinos in- self-government, 
namely, observation by the army. 

In anticipation of a partial concentra- 
tion of the troops in the Philippines next 
year, General Chaffee names $2,500,000 as 
his estimate of cost for the construction 
of quarters and barracks. 

A table is submitted showing that since 
June 10 last, the date of the last table 
submitted by General MacArthur, up to 
September 15, 361 Filipino officers and 
3,658 men surrendered to the American 
military and 26 officers and 494 men were 
captured. 

In an appended report Judge Advocate 
General Groesbeck says that the sup- 
pression of brigandage in the Philip- 
pines most probably will be one of the 
trying problems of the future. If the 
military arm was left free to deal with 
the marauders, he says, there would be 
no doubt of ther final suppfession, but 
the incoming of civil government com- 
plicates the situation very considera- 
bly. 

Great attention is paid in the append- 
ed reports to the subject of the preva- 
lence of venereal disease in the army 
of the Philippines and the measures 
taken to segregate dissolute women, and, 
by rig-d physical inspection, guard 
against a spread of the disease.

Committee Urges Changes at the 
School for the Deaf.

SCHOOL IS GREATLY CROWDED 


Disease Would Cause Disaster—Con- 
dition of Treasury Does Not 
Justify an Appropriation. 


There are some interesting features in 
the report of the sub-committee of the 
appropriations committee of the house, 
which went recently to Cave Spring to 
inspect the school for the deaf. The 
object of the appointment of the com- 
mittee was to determine the need for an 
appropriation of $25,000 that was asked 
fcr, for dormitory purposes. 

The committee’s report has not yet 
gcne to the house, but it has been made 
to the appropriations committee, and 
will probably reach the house today. The 
members of the sub-committee are 
Messrs. Richardson of Houston, chair- 
man; Hawes of Elbert, George of De- 
Kalb, Fort of Harris, and Harden of 
Chatham. 

The committee reported the school In 
good condition but said more extensive 
quarters were needed both for white and 
colored inmates The repcert calls atten- 
tion to the fact that fourteen white yirls 
eccupy one room twenty feet square, and 
twenty colored girls occupy a room 20 py 
22 feet. The condition is so crowded, it is 
that the situation would be de- 
plorable should disesse break out in the 
institution. 

In spite of this condition of affairs the 
committee says owing to the depleted 
condition of the treasury it cannot rec- 
ommend the expediture of any money at 
this time to build the needed. dormitories. 

The committee ‘@eclares that the sala- 
ries of those in cHarge of the schoo) are 
too high and says the food might be bet- 
ter with a more careful expenditure of 
the funds in hand. 

The school has fallen into certain ruts 
and grooves, the committee declares, and 
it thinks there is t1com for much im- 
rrovement. .The report is eoncluded 
wiith this rather interesting statement: 

“We are confident that a new board of 
trustees and 4 rew principal and assist- 
ants would infuse new life and new igor 
in the workings of the institution. and 
would redound to the advantage of the 
school] and the state.”

ON ARBITRATION 


Reached by Committee of the 
Pan-American Congress, 


Will Recommend Compulsory Arbi- 
tration for Pecuniary Claims, 
Voluntary for Other Matters 
and General Adhesion to 
The Hague Conference.

Mexico City, December 6.—It is proba- 
ble that the arbitration committee of 
the Pan-American conference will pre- 
sent its report toward the end of next 
week. It seems likely that a common 
ground has been reached. The report, 
it is understood, will recommend com- 
pulsory arbitration for;mere pecuniary 
claims, voluntary arbitration for other 
matters and general adhesion to the 
principles of The Hague peace confer- 
ence, with the reservation of 
American questions. 

The session today of the Pan-American 
conference was taken up with a discus- 
sion of Chile’s project regarding the 
practice of learned professions, chiefly 
whether, even if accepted, the conven- 
tion would be of any practical value. 
These doubts were strengthened by the 
explanations of €. M. Pepper. of the 
United States delegation, to the effect 
that in his country this matter came 
under state legislation, over which the 
federal authorities had no control. 

Mr. Gil Fortout, of Venezuela, asked 
Mr. Pepper whether a professional! di- 
ploma, issued in -one of the states of 
the United States, was recognized in the 
others. 

United States and Diplomas. 

Mr. Pepper replied that each state 
made its own laws and that there was 
no obligation on the part of any of 
them to recognize diplomas issued in 
another. 

Mr. Gil Fortout thought that was real- 
ly very serious, and he did not see the 
use Of going any further. If the various 
states of the United States, he asked, 
do not recognize one another's profes- 
sional degrees, how can the other na- 
tions of this continent be expected to 
recognize them? 

Mr. Pepper further explained that 
neither the federal nor state govern- 
ments in the United Stateseissued pro- 
fessional degrees, the universities in 
certain states issued degrees, but not the 
states themselves. Therefore, the word- 
ing of the proposed convention, which 
requires that degrees, in order to be 
recognized in other countries, must be 
issued by national authorities, would de- 
bar from its benefits in Spanish-America 
the holders of the degrees of such famed 
institutions of learning as Harvard, 
Yale and Pennsylvania untversities. 

Sanchez Marmol, of Mexico, said that 
the members were discussing the project 
in debate instead of in general, as they 
ought to be doing. The question was 
whether the delegations were in favor 
of the proposed convention tn a general 
way. This being put to a vote, the 
convention in general was accepted bv 
17 votes, Bolivia voting adversely and 
Uruguay’s representative being absent. 

John Barrett, of the United States 
delegation, presented a letter from BE. 
Goodwin, director of the Pacific com- 
mercial museum of San Francisco. ask- 
ing that the branch of the projected Pan- 
American bank be established at San 
Francisco, which would enlarge trade 
relations of the entire Pacific coast with 
South America. 

The letter was referred to the 
American bank committee. 

Progress Not Satisfactory. 

The unsatisfactory progress of the 
work of the Pan-American conference is 
occupying the attention of those inter- 
ested in its success, and accordingly this 
afternoon the members of the United 
States delegation held a meeting at the 
private residence of President Raigosa 
to discuss with him in general what 
means should be taken for expediting 
business. Various plans were talked

over, but nothing definite was done. The |! 


suggestions made covered the following 
points: 

To hold five instead of three sessions 
per week. 7 | 

To recommend greater punctuality in 
attendance. At present, though 10 o’clock 
is the nominal hour for assembling the 
conference, it is generally nearly 11 
before the sessions begin. This tardi- 
ness is a great hardship to the United 
States delegates. for as ex-Senator Da- 
vis, chairman of the delegation, insists 
on every member of the delegation be- 
ing at the place of meeting on time. 
they lose nearly an hour walting. 

To suppress the reading of the min- 
utes of the previous meeting, which 
usually occupies nearly half an hour. Jt 
is pointed out that as the minutes are 
printed it is easy for any member to call 
attention to any error which he desires 
rectified. 

Lastly, to introduce a change in the 
rules so that unimportant amendments 
or suggestions will not cause reports to 
be sent back to committee. °

FLEMING WILL HOIST 


_ HATERS OF THE SOUTH} 
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MANUFACTURING IN ALABAMA 


Wonderful increase Is Shown by the 
Census Figures. 
Washington, December 6.—The fina! 
report on the manufacturing statistics 
of Alabama issued by the census Bureau 
shows a capital of $70,370,081 and value 
of products $82,793,804, an increase since 
1890 of 53 and’ 62 per cent, respectively. 
During this period the population § in- 
creased 137 per cent and the number of 
wage earners.in manufacturing indus- 

tries 972 per cent. 

The rapid growth of these industries 
in Alabama during the last twenty-five 
years is due to the utilization of the 
State’s rich mineral resources. The 
products in the steel and iron manu- 
factures, the most important of the 
State’s industries, were valued in 1900 at 
$17,392,483, an increase of 39 per cent 
Since 1890. Lumber and timber manu- 
factures and cotton goods manufactures 
rank second and third.

Washington, December 6.—It was an- 
nounced at the navy department t@lay 
that the courtmartial which tried Colo- 
nel Robert L. Meade, of the marine 
corps, at the Brooklyn navy yard, on 
charges of ‘‘drunkenness on duty” and 
Scandalous conduct tending to the de- 
Struction of good morals, has acquitted 
that officer, and he has been restored to 
duty at the Brooklyn yard pending the 
formal review of the proceedings of the 
court by Judge Advocate General Lemly 
and Secretary Long's approval of the 
finding. 

It is stated that the court makes no 
mention whatever in its finding of the 
connection of either Colonel Denny or 
Major Lauchheimer with the case.

Washington, December 6.—(Special.)— 
Representative Fleming, of the tenth dis- 
trict, today introduced a resolution de- 
signed to bring Massachusetts into the 
list of states against which discrimina- 
tions against voters is charged, and also 
to call for information relative to the 
number of persons in all the states 
which, for various reasons, are not al- 
lowed to vote. His object in including 
Massachusetts is that the resolution call- 
ing for investigation into Loutsiana con- 
ditions came from Mr. Moody, of that 
state. and there is no question that if 
certain southern states are infringing 
upon the provisions of the constitution, 
as alleged, Massachusetts, with its edu- 
cational test, also is doing so, 

With regard to the second part of Mr. 
resolution, it may be said 
that while it is manifestly fair that 
such investigations should be general 
rather than aimed at a few states, such 
investigation would require an entirely 
new census and is impracticable. The 
effect of the adoption of the Fleming 
resolution would be to kill the whole 


proceeding. 
Text of Resolution. 


Mr. Fleming's resolution is as follows: 


“Whereas, Mr. Moody, of Massachu- 
setts. submitted on December 2, 1901, a 
resolution raising an issue as to the 
right of the representative from. the 
state of Louisiana to ‘membership in this 
house, upon the ground that the laws 
of sald state may upon inquiry be found 
to impose qualifications upon voters not 
recognized by the constitution of the 
United Siates, said resolution providing 
for the appointment of a ‘select com- 
mittee,” who shall ‘inquire and have 
leave to report by bill or otherwise;’ and, 

“Whereas, The fourteenth amendment 
to the constitution of the United States 
provides that when the right to vote in 
a state ‘is denied to any of the male 
inhabitants thereof being 21 years of age 
and citizens of the United States, or in 
any way abridged, except for participa- 
tion in rebellion or other crime,’ the 
representation of said state in the house 
shall be proportionately reduced; and, 

“Whereas, The constitution of the state 
of -Massachusetts in. contravention of 
the aforesaid provgsion of the federal 
constitution imposes additional qualifi- 
cations for suffrage by declaring that no 
person shall have the right to yote ‘who 
shall not be able to read the constitu- 
tion in the English language and write 
his name.’ 

Right After Bay State. 

“Be it resolved, That when the said 
‘select committee’ shall be appointed, it 
shall be charged with the further duty 
of inquiring and reporting by bill or 
otherwise, whether the representatives 
from the state of Massachusetts are en- 
titled to membership in this house, and 
whether the number of representatives 
from said state should not be reduced. 

‘Resolved further, That said ‘select 
committee’ be charged with the duty of 
inquiring and reporting as to the actual 
number of persons in each state who are 
excluded from voting therein by reason 
of state laws imposing educational or 
property qualification or any other suf- 
frage qualificatins in addition to those 
named in the fourteenth amendment to 
the constitution of the United .States to- 
wit: (1) the age limit of 21 years and (2) 
citizenship of the United States except 
as debarred for ‘participation in rebel- 
lion or other crime.’ ”’

Stringent Measure Is Introduced by 
Kahn, of California. 


Washington, December 6.—Representa- 
tive Kahn, who represents the San Fran- 
cisco district containing the Chinese quar- 
ters, in which some 30,000 Chinese resida, 
today introduced ‘a Chinese exclusion law.

Representative Livingston retains his po- 
sition as leading democrat on the house 
committee on appropriations. There is 
always a strong desire on the part of 
members to get on this important com- 
mittee, but Colonel Livingston’s work on 
the committee is so highly regarded that 
he retains his democratic leadership.

The house was in session today only 
enough to permit the announcement by 
the speaker of the committees on ways 
and means, appropriations and enrolled 
bills.

Mr. Baker, of the same state, as chair- 
man of the committee on enrolled bills. 
Mr. Baker was not reelected.

London, December 6.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Amsterdam says that 
Major Van Tets died last Thursday even- 
ing. 

Van Tets was one of the ten 
youths who formed the bodyguard of the 
smiling young queen when she was mar- 
ried in. February, and who have since 
been at th-ir royal mistress’ beck and 
call on every occasion. They pride them- 
eclves on their servitude, and in this mat- 
ter of fact twentieth century their chival- 
rous devotion to Queen Wilhelmina is a 
pretty thing +o see. It is whispered that 
every man of the ten handsome youths 
who surround her majesty’s carriage 
when she drives abroad, skate with her 
when she skates, ride with her when she 
rides and dance attendance on her g¢2n- 
erally, has been, at one time or another, 
over head and ears in love with the dain- 
ty Httle lady in whom Holland's hopes 
are centered. : 

Official contradictions notwithstanding, 
robody at The Hague doubts for a mo- 
ment that the queen and her consort 
have been at loggerheads practically 
Since the wedding. Prince Henry is an 
unpleasant person. He eats too much, 
arinks too freely and hunting occupies 
him far more than his wife, and Wil- 
relmina, on her side; is not a woman to 
allow herself to be neglected with im- 
punity.

Berlin, December 6,—The United States 
was again frequently referred to durinz 
the tariff debate in the reichstag today. 
Herr Speck, centrist, said: 

“We are asked what shall Germany do 
without American cotton. I ask what 
will the United States do with its cotton? 
Without an American market we have 
no more interest in American friendship 
than America has in ours. I am far re- 
mcved from declaring. a tariff war with 
the United States, but we must preserve 
our self-respect.

Rome, December 6.—An uproar arose in 
the chamber of deputies today during the 
discussion of a proposal to place the ~e- 
mains of Signor Crispi, formerly Italian 
premier, in the San Domenico cathedral 
at Palermo. The socialists and radicals 


violently opposed this proposal, and de- 


nounced the economic and foleign policy 
of the late premier as having caused in- 
tense suffering to the Italian people.

Preston Arkwright Concludes 
His Argument for 
Atkinson. 


JUDGE GEO. HILLYER 
TALKS FOR THE CITY 


Next Meeting Will Be Held Monday 
Afternoon at 3 O’Clock—Com- 
mittee Will Be in Ses- 
sion for About Two 
Weeks. 


From present indications, it seems im- 
probable that the council committce of 
the whole will finish hearing the argu- 
ments of interested parties by the time 
indicated. It is confidently expected that 
at least two weeks will be required to 
hear all speakers. 

Yesterday’s session was extended be- 
ycnd the regular hour, and did not close 
until after 7 o’clock in order that Judge 
George Hillyer, who spoke for the city, 
might complete his speech. When an 
adjournment was had it was decided that 
the next meeting should b2 held Monday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock. Council meets 
in adjourned session on that day at 4 
o’clock, so the meeting will be limited to 
one hour. 


Details of the Meeting. 

Alderman Johnson called the meeting 
to order. Preston Arkwright, who had 
not finished Thursday afternoon, fre- 
sumed his argument. He said: 

“On yesterday I went over the charges 
and taxes of the two companies. There 
has been an impression that we don’t pay 
our just proportion of the public burden. 
Now, gross receipts don’t indicate values 
—it is the net receipts that do. We pay 
4%, per cent of the gross receipts in ad 
valorem taxes alone. In the past nine 
years we have paid $83,333 a year for 
street paving alone—for compensation for 
the use of the streets. This comes out of 
tne net earnings of the company. That 
is 71% per cent of the gross receipts of the 
company. Out of every dollar we make 
we pay out to the government 40.91 per 
cent. In the 70 per cent for operating !s 
am addition for repairs which has to come 
out of the 30 per cent which remains. 
We've got to make these repairs. 

“These rights to do business don’t last 
for ever. We have got to lay aside enough 
to pay the interest on our debt. We must 
be allowed to lay up enough to do this. 
Besides this, aren’t we entitled to be al- 
lowed something for the worry and work 
and skill that enters into the business? 
Why do you want us to pay more? You 
admit here that we are paying one-quar- 
ter of our income for occupying vour 
streets. It has beén shown that 55.61 of 
the mileage of the street railways Is sit- 
uated in the city and that 48.39 are out- 
side. You are well aware that the roads 
haven't earned sufficient to pay the inter- 

st on the debt. Suppose you had bor- 
rowed money to conduct your business 
on and you hadn’t earned enough to pay 
this interest, do you think that more bur- 
dens ought to be placed on you? Why are 
we expected to pay more? We pay for 
the use of your streets. Why should we 
pay any more? What do you lose? What 
do you give up? This matter has got to 
be governed by the facts—what we earn 
ard what we already pay. 

“Now, as to consolidation: There is 
nothing that has done more for the city 
than its street railways. If it wasn’t for 
them you would have a city of a radius 
of 14% miles. You now have a city that 
extends practically to the farms miles 
out. We not only pay you this 25 per 
cent, but we pay you the benefit of these 
street railways. In 1891 you had a service 
of horse cars. They were allowed to con- 
solidate, and the result is a magnificent 
system. Now, what is to be lost by al- 
lowing these two lines to consolidate? 
Yeu don’t lose anything. You gain every- 
thing. 

System Is Praised. 

“Why do we want to consolidate? Sim- 
ply to save a few officers’ salaries. You 
must fix these things in proportion to the 
injury you receive—which is none. How 
do you hope to increase this system? 
Don’t you know you have a system that 
is twenty years ahead of the town? It is 
only by an extension outside of the city 
that this is possible.”’ 

Councilman Grady asked that in the 
event the residents of a street wanted 
the track taken up, if it would be the 
desire of the road to do so. He mentioned 


-Ponce de Leon circle as a case in point. 


Mr. Atkinson replied that if there was 
such a demand the company would con- 
sider taking up the tracks even though it 
ecst the company many thcusands of dol- 
lars. 

Councilman Longino made the point of 
order that the matter was irrelevant. 

Continuing Mr. Arkwright said: 

“All that we have come here for is to 
ask that you allow us to consclidate. We 
knew that an impression existed that we 
did not pay for the use of the strects. We 
have refuted this.”’ 

The resolution fixing the order of busi- 
ness was then read. Considerable dis- 
cussion was had on the question of allow- 
ing outsiders to speak. 

At this point Alderman Johnson made 
the following motion:

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YIELD OF THE STATE FARMS 


——— 


Experiment of North Carolina 
Proves a Mistake. 


TO BE ABANDONED THIS YEAR 


Farms To Be Returned to Owners on 
December 31—Hiring Out of 
Convicts Best Plan. 


Raleigh, N. C., December 6.—(Special.) 
The cotton crop on the state farms this 
year turns out to be about 900 bales. The 
yield per acre is about as great as last 
year. Three hundred acres of cotton 
were swept away by the great freshets. 
All the lowland corn was ruined. On 600 
acres of upland there is a fine crop of 
corn. It is odd, but true, that the yield 
this year on the penitentiary farms is 
larger than almost anywhere else. This 
year ends the occupancy of all the farms 
save one, known as “Caledonia,’’ which 
the state bought two years ago for $67,509. 
It contains 8,500 acres and is one of the 
best farms imaginable. The freshets 
swept away 1,500 feet of dyke, some of it 
27 feet in height. This has been rebuilt 
with a base 130 feet wide. The old dyke 
and the rebuilt one follow the line of the 
river Roanoke, but there is a plan to 
build, at a cost. Sf some $10,000, a dyke 
some distance back, which will give the 
freshets more width of river and pre- 
vent the piling up of the water in a nar- 
row space. One of the farms which was 
leased and which will be returned to the 
owners on the 3lst of December is in An- 
son county. The lease had four years to 
run, but the state gets out of it by pay- 
ing one year’s rent in advance January l. 
It is a good trade for both sides. The 
state made a great mistake in leasing 
this farm. As yet the penitentiary has 
sold none of its farm products. It held 
cotton, knowing that the short crop 
would necessarily force an advance in 
prices. It borrowed $15,000 to meet cur- 
rent expenses. Directors say they do 
not believe the penitentiary will quite 
meet expenses, though it may do so. The 
fusionists did not turn it over to the 
democrats until April 1, and they left it 
deeply in debt and in a bad way general- 
ly. The decision is m@de by the directors 
to bring the number of convicts grading 
the Ohio River and Charleston railway 
up to 400 as near after January 1 as pos- 
sible. For these convicts the peniten- 
tiary gets 75 cents a day. This pays bet- 
ter than perhaps any other employment 
and is besides satisfactory to everybody, 
including the labor unions. The latter 
have made such trouble about fifty con- 
victs in a quarry that the company has 
notified the penitentiary it no longer 
needs them. 


WORKED ONLY TWO OLD MULES 


What Farmer Lumpkin, of Floyd, 
County, Did on a Small Farm. 
Rcme, Ga., .December 6.—(Special.)—C. 
L. Lumpkin, a farmer of this county, has 
accomplished something this year In the 
farming line of which. he is justly proud. 
With two mules, one 36 and the other 27 
years old, he made money. From three 
acres of sorghum cane he got 508 gallons 
of sirup, which sold ‘for 50 cents per gal- 
Ien; gathered and sold 100 bushels of sor- 
zhum seed at $1 per bushel, and got 1,200 
bundles of fodder, which makes excellent 
feed for stock. Besides this he made 
eight bales of cottén and 300 bushels of 
corn. Mr. Lumpkin employed no labor 

outside of his family.

CATCHING UP WITH DODGERS. 


State Revenue Agent Finds Property 
Not Returned for Taxation. 
Jackson, Miss., December 6.--(Special.) 
State Revenue Agent Adams and his 
force deputies are now devoting al- 
most their entire time to the search for 
solvent credits, and in quite a number of 
counties they have met with magnificent 
success in unearthing taxable property 
that has heretofore escaped assessment. 
Mr. Adams has adopted the plan of send- 
ing a deputy quietly to a county seat to

TAXING COTTON SEED MEAL. 


North Carolina Board of Agriculture 
Taxes It Where Used as Fertilizer. 
Raleigh, N. C., December 6.—(Special.)— 

The board of agriculture this afternoon 
ireposed a tax of 20 cents per ton on cot- 
ton seed meal used as fertilizer and piaces 
it under the same rule as other fertilizers. 
It also requires all cotton seed meal sold 
in this state for feed to be branded, that 
containing 8 per cent or more of ammo- 
nia to the first grade, all containing less 
second grade. <Any person selling meal 
for feed below the standard is made sub- 
ject to a penalty under pure fed law. All 
this action takes effect January 1. Ton- 
nage taxes does not apply to meal sold 
to manufacturers for making fertilizers. 


THEY THINK DIFFERENTLY. 


Railroad People and Attorney Gen- 


eral on Freight Shipments. 

Jakcon, Miss., December 6.—(Special.)— 
Attorney General McClurg has given an 
officlal opinion that the Yazoo and Mis- 
sissippi Valley road has no right to charge 
an interstate rate on freight shipments 
from points along its line to Vicksburg, 
and demanding an interstate instead of a 
local rate, merely because of its suspicion 
that the shipment is to be continued on 
to Texas.

Among the railroad traffic officials it is 
conceded that there is a possibility that 
the attorney general is technically right, 
but it is a certainty that he ts practically 
wrong, as there is no question concerning 
the intention of the shippers to continue 
the cotton seed on through to Texas, ana 
a number of court decisions are on record 
which in effect declare that whenever a 
commodity has begun to move as an ar-, 
ticle of trade from one state to another, 
commerce in that commodity has com- 
menced, and the same is subject to an 
interstate rate. The fact that several 
different and independent agencies are 
employed in transporting the commodity, 
some acting entirely in one state, and 
some acting through two or more states, 
does not affect the character of the trans- 
action.

THE CITY’S RIGHT TO FAIR REMUNERATION FOR THE USE OF . 
HER STREETS. 

But a few months ago the air was filled with the cry of “Compe- 
tition in public utilities, and fair compensation for the use of the 
streets.” Candidates and committees made the welkin ring. Two great 
street railway corporations and the big electric light companies were con. 
tending with each other and the people were to receive a long list of 
benefits. So cocksure was everybody that competition was a good thing 
that in the grants of franchises in recent years it was provided that 
there could be no consolidation, no swallowing up, except under certain 
penalties. One of the corporations has for several years been so tied 
hand and foot in this way that it could not put in switches where it de 
sired in order that its service could be improved. 

In a twinkling all this is changed. The much-lauded benefit of com- 
petition in street cars is gone, but the franchises granted in the name of 
competition stand. Competition in electric lights has, despite the long 
fought battle and the closely guaried franchise, become an_ iridescent 
dream. 

It was a fast and furious fight while it lasted, but-it is over and the 
Zate receipts are being divided. Franchises worth vast sums have been 
given away. Atlanta has gotten nothing yet, but let us see what she 
was promised. The Journal of Labor of February 17 summed it up this 
way: 


Competition was the slogan of the municipal campaign. Every can- 
didate, including Mayor Mims, with their hands upon their hearts, sol- 
emnly declared that they were in favor of unrestricted competition.

That sounded all right at the time, but where is the competition that 
Alderman LaHatte thought was so certain? 

When Mr. Charles T. Hopkins was discussing the mayor's veto of the 
Forrest avenue franchise he said, in an interview on February 14: 


The fight for competition in the fourth ward does not end with the 
veto of the mayor. We intend to -arry it on, if need be, till the end ot 
the present century. 

Where is that competition? 

Alas! competition is dead, but there is still living a vital issue in the 
demand for compensation. Indeed, the death of competition makes more 
acute the demand for compensation. 

In all the talk in council, and in all the speeches and cards for the 
last two or three years there has been an incessant ringing of the 
changes in favor of competition and compensation, and the council’s ac- 
tion has looked to both. Now the time is ripe when Atlanta should come 
into her own. When Atlanta’s bri:liant and tireless young attorney, Mr. 
Charles T. Hopkins, was pleading for the council to override the veto. on 
February 18. he was backed by a petition signed by six thousand names. 
He then said to council: 


If you sustain this veto, you end competition. These six thousand 
names (referring to the citizens’ petition) are but the few scattering rain- 
drops that foretell the coming storm. 


We may wel say now that if the promises made when the street 
car and electric light people were nghting among themselves are not 
kept—if the people find they have veen trified with—the storm wit 
burst in ali its fury. 

It is only fair to say that the street car people have made a proposi- 
tion to negotiate. Their offer of 1 per cent of the gross receipts of all 
the public utilities represented in the effort to consolidate is, of course, 
not to be thought of seriously. It would amount to only about eleven 
thousand dollars a year, and elevén bar rooms pay that much into the 
treasury. Eleven thousand dollars out of a million one hundred thousand 
of gross receipts, and as a return for loss of competition in street cars 
and electric lights, would be unbusinesslike, and its acceptance, or any- 
thing like it, would raise a storm of indignation. 

Every instinct of business sagacity ought to suggest to these cor. 
porations that they deal liberally with the city. Atlanta is ready to meet 
them in a friendly spirit. If they are disposed to take advantage of tech- 
nicalities and to attempt to drive a hard bargain, the city can wait. She 
will wait. Public sentiment, crystallized on the question, will nurse its 
sense of injustice under street car and electric light monopoly, and will 
bide its timé. : 

“Agree with thine adversary quickly, whiist thou art in the way 
with him,” applies with force to the situation the public utility corpora- 
tions of this city are in. If they put off the day of reckoning, they may 
be sure it will come, and come like an avalanche. 
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ton. The day of judgment has ar- 
rived to them and one has only to 
scan the daily market reports in the 
cotton column to know who is getting 
scalped.

The bank has for 
vears assiste? the public in this pic- 
turesque rite by issuing forth coin at 
Christmas, but in future, gay the powers 
at the bank, the real requirement of the 
circulation alone will govern the issues, 
and not any desire on the part of the 
public. In the new coinage the king S 
head will be shown facing to the right 
hand of the observer, while the head on 
the late queen's coins always faced to the 
left. The curlous practice of which this 
is a continuation is of very long standing, 
and through the coinage of many reigns 
the rule is maintained that any two mon- 
arcis who come nexi to one another face 
in oposite directions on their respective 
coins. 


The total catch of whales this year is 
stated to be only twenty-eight, and the 
industry seems to have almost reached 
the limit of nothingness. Half a century 
ago the American whaling fleet consisted 
of over 700 vessels. The catch of 1846 was 
valued at $21,000,000.

Sea after sea has 
been depleted of whales, until the huge 
water inhabitants have’ become scarce 
nearly to the point of totad disappearance.

ARE FAR FROM PLEASANT ONES

: ANILA—(En Route Home)—This 
is to be a letter of first impres- 
sions only, and it 1s to be expect- 
ed that the truthfulness of some.of these 
first impressions will not be borne out by 
subsequent tnvestigations. and ex peri- 
ences. They must thérefore be taken as 
surface impressions and nothing more. 

First. then, the Pasig. Jt fs mot until 
you pass out of the bay and into the 
Pasig that you begin to realize that Ma- 
nila is really a large city. The size of 
the bay and the relative scarcity of ship- 
ping as compared with such ports as 
Singapore and Colombo conspire to disap- 
;-ointment; but once inside the Pasig and 
you begin to realize that there is some- 
thing doing at Manila after all. 

The Pasig river is not wide, certainly 
not more than two hundred feet; but it is 
a great water highway running right 
through the heart of the city. From its 
mouth up the river for a mile or 80 
warehouses and public buildings: line the 
left bank. On the right-hand side going 
up much space is devoted to the corrals 
and warehouses ‘of the department of 
lend transportation, which had much in- 
terest for me the first day, becaus> IT 
knew it to be presided over by El Capi- 
tan Archibald Willingham De Graffen- 
Yeid Butt. who has fallen from the high 
estate of journalism and has. landed in 
the regular army, and who I felt sure 
had mail for me there. 

On both sides of the river there were 
lined up the great cascoes, which are 
the native freight boats and which differ 
from any other boats I have ever seen 
anywhere. ‘The banco, which is the Fili- 
nino rowboat, is built very much on the 
principle of the Indian dug-out canoe, 
beIng hewn from a single log. They are 
very narrow and more often than other- 
are equipped with outriggers on 
sides to keep them from tipping 
over. This double outrigger distinguishes 
the banco from the catamaran, both of 
which have but a single outrigger. 

There is no danger of the ¢asco upset- 
ting. It is broad and flat-bottomed and 
built so as to rise high out of the water. 
The cascoes are propelled by means of 
poles just like any other type of flat 
boat that we find on the rivers hack 
tome. Almost invariably there is a cov- 
ering of matting over the bow and the 
stern and across the middle of these big 
boats, for families are born and raised 
and live out their iives upon them. The 
cascoes are the freight carriers along the 
1aver. They were lined up sometimes five 
and six deep alcng the sea-wall, most of 
them loading or unloading some sort of a 
cargo. There were many launches, a 
large portion of them carrying the red, 
white and blue, and the black top, which 
is the distinguishing mark of the quarter- 
master’s department. The river was 
alive with tugs and launches and small 
steamers and caseoes in an ever moving 
throng. At short intervals bancoes made 
their way across from one side to che 
cther, being piloted with wondrous skill 
by the Filipinos, with their light paddles. 
In the same space [I have never come 
across a busier scene. 

Manila Crude and Disappointing. 

My first day in Manila was devoted 
largely to driving about the business 
section of the city attending to a num- 
ber of important commissions.

I am not blase nor I think in- 
appreciative, but I fail to see anything 
particularly attractive in the people 4s 
you see them on the streets of thie big 
city, nor, to tell the truth, in the city 
itself. At first I was inclined to believe 
that this failure to enthuse on my part 
was due to my having been spoiled by 
contact with the Moor savages of Mo- 
rocco, the highly cultured Maltese, the 
brildant types in Egypt, the Mohamme- 
dan Arabs at Aden, the beautiful Sin- 
halese and the mysterious Indiamen of 
Ceylon, and the wonderful conglomera- 
tion of types which were emptied out 
upon Singapore when the tower of Babe!

Speculative Farming. 

A custom is sometimes as difficult 
of cure as a cancer. The one may 
sap the economic life as disastrously 
as the other saps the physical life, and 
the patient in the one case may resist 
radical treatment as stubbornly as in 
the other case. The ali-cotton custom 
with the great majority of our south- 
ern farmers presents such a situation. 

For more than thirty years the wis- 
est and most observant men interest- 
ed in southern progress and prosper- 
ity have argued and warned against 
the fateful practice. They have pre- 
sented the logical and often demon. 
strated effects of any southern farmer 
making cotton an exclusive crop until 
their iteration has: become as the bur- 
den of the grasshopper. 

Yet the fatuous business repeats it- 
self from year to year and this season 
of 1901 has been one of emphatic sig- 
nificance. Because last year was a 
fat year this year was discounted in 
advance as a fatter one still, and tens 
of thousands of our farmers set in to 
scalp the market on eleven-cents cot- 


a tale a hundred times told. Diversi- 
fied farming, with the acute accent 
put upon home supply crops of food 
and forage, is the only policy that can 
bring continuous prosperity and finan- 
cial independence to the great agri- 
cultural populations of the south. 

There is no risk in saying that there 
is not a farmer {n the south who can- 
not, if he will, produce his own home 
supplies fully while he is yet produc- 
ing cotton enough for his rent, his 
store bills and his other fixed charges, 
and have better chances for a surplus 
over all than under his. all-cotton 
plans. This truth is well fortified and 
well understood. But one reason pre- 
vents its acceptance and exploitation. 
That is the speculative instinct. the 
proneness to play a sure thing, in 
sporting parlance, that sways nine- 
tenths of the farmers. Cotton may be 
11 cents next year, and {t may be only 
6, but the whole planting push bets 
its limit for 11 cents, win or lose. 
That’s the whole story.

CHIEF EXECUTIVE SAYS 
MEASURE IS DELUSION 


Seaborn Wright, Author of the Bill, 
Has Some Lively Things To 
Say in a Card to The Con- 
stitution on the 

Subject. 


The Wright dispensary bill was vetoed 
by Governor Candler yesterday ‘morning. 
In a message which the governor sent to 
the house, his reasons for declining to 
approve the measure were set forth at 
some length. The message was applaud- 
ed by members of the house. 

From remarks made by representatives 
who are favorably disposed toward the 
bill, it is more than likely that an ef- 
fort will be made to pass the measure 
over the governor's veto. 

The governor says that while the bill 
purports to be in the interest of temper- 
ance it would, if made a law, have just 
the opposite effect. He is of the opinion 
that ‘‘it would open the flood-gates in 
the drv counties and at the same time 
set back the cause of temperance at least 
a generation.” 

He says that, according to the con- 
struction placed on it by some able law- 
yers, the bill is a delusion and a snare, 
being misleading in its language and de- 
tails. {t is calculated to restrict locai 
option in an overwhelming majority of 
the counties, he says, and simply pro- 
vides that the people of the several coun- 
ties of the state shall determine by a 
vote whether intoxicating beverages shali 
be sold from a dispensary or over the 
counters of a bar room. 

The governor contends that the bill 
in nowlse provides that the voters of 
the counties shall have the right to say 
whether they will have total prohibition 
or the sale of liquor from dispensaries. He 
is of the opinion that, if the construction 
put upon the bill by some able lawyers is 
correct, the measure is unwise and unfair 
to the dry counties. On the other hand, 
if the interpretation is not correct, then 
the governor thinks the language of the 
measure ambiguous, and would give rise 
to bickering and interminable litigation.

It would 
no doubt greatly curtail the business of the 
‘‘blind tiger’'’ in daytime when the county 
liquor shop is open, but between sunset and 
sunrise, when it is closed, and when, under 
the cover of darkness, nost of the dangerous 
drinking is done, it will be no barrier to in- 
temperance. The blind tiger will still do busi- 
ness at the old stand, and will prosper and 
the young men and boys who Infest the streets 
of our towns and cities at night will still be 
exposed to its baneful influence.

as to make the prohibitionists believe that the 
liquor interests desire the passage of the bill. 
Alarmed and desperate at the imminent pas- 
sage of a law that threatened to annihilate the 
liquor power by eliminating the vital element 
of private profits these sleepless and tireless en- 
emies of m@nkind. by diligently putting out 
newspaper pretenses that they favor the bill, 
and even putting forward one or two Tlegisia- 
tors ta cast néedless votes for it, who were 
known to bo there in the interest of the bar 
rooms, by these and other similar tricks, the 
bar rooms have succeeded in stampeding 
great numbers of sincere prohibitionists into 
raising an outcry against a measure the pas- 
sage of which would have absolutely wiped out 
the whisky ring and in three years have put 
it in the power of the prohibitionists of Geor- 
gia to dictate absolutely the measure of re- 
straint or prohibition that might be deemed 
best.

‘“‘*Third,’ says h's excellency, ‘instead 
of putting a quietus on the liquor traffic 
it will inaugurate in almost if not quite 
every county in the state flerce contests 
over it.’ 

“This is the ‘milk in the cocoanut.’ 
The governor is satisfied with the pres- 
ent condition of the. liquor traffic in 
seorgia. I am not. Under existing laws 
the liquor ftTaffig is intrenched in our 
great cities. It cannot be moved one 
inch. The monopoly is complete. Con- 
trol of state legislation is certain. The 
governor—in the name of prohibition— 
does not want !t interfered with. 


The Cry of Peace. 


“He says: ‘Defeat the bill and let the 
status remain as it is, and as it has 
been for some years past, since nearly 
all the counties have under the present 
local option law outlawed the liquor 
traffiC and peace will reign in these 
counties.” Aye, governor, and peace will 
reign in the great liquor-soaked 
counties of Georgia, and the tears and 
blood of wives and children will flow for- 
ever. 

‘And the pity of it all is that the old 
cry of ‘peace! peace!’ has caught the ear 
of unsuspecting prohibitionists, and they 
have followed this ‘siren song,’ I fear, 
to death. 

I know 
is true, prohibition will never take one 
step forward until the Liquor Dealers’ As- 
sociation is destroyed. I believe it can 
only be done by the establishment of dis 
pensaries in our great cities.

COMMISSIONER GLENN. 

The Atlantic Educational Journal, of 
Richmond, Va., for December publishes an 
interesting editorial relating to the work 
of Hon. G. R. Glenn, state school com- 
missioner. The editorial will be of spe- 
cial interest at this time as showing what 
is thought in certain quarters of Com- 
missioner Glenn’s work as a public educa- 
tor, particularly in view of the recent at- 
tack made upon him by one of the county 
school commissioners, The articles in 
question is as follows: 

Probably no man has doné more for public 
education in the south than has Gustavus R. 
Glenn, state school commissioner of Georgia. 
In season and out of season, at great educa- 
tional gatherings, at political rallies, at coun- 
try picnics, at college commencements, at dis- 
trict school closings, in private conversation 
anywhere, everywhere, seizing every oppor- 
tunity offered and making opportunity when 
none offered itself, with voice and pen; has he 
pleaded with the people of Georgla and the 
south to provide for theveducation of their 
children, black and white, rich and poor, in 
city and in country alike. He has used every 
argument to show the people the advantages, 
financial, social and spiritual, to come from 
universal education. In pleading the cause 
of the child he has plead the cause of the 
state, of the church and of society. Nor has 
he shown any willingness to compromise on 
any half way measures. Everywhere and at 
ail times he has advocated the fullest, com- 
pletest and most practical kinds of education. 
Such education as will help to. develop the 
best manhood and womanhood, make the best 
citizens, ard help most in the problem of daily 
living and self-support. Knowing that teach- 
ers make the schools he has maintained the 
state’s duty to provide for the proper educa- 
tion and training of the teachers. He is now 
making a great fight for liberal local taxa- 
tion, the only means by which Georgia or any 
other state cen ever raise sufficient money 
to support its schools, 

Commissioner Glenn was prepared for col- 
lege in a country village school: graduated from 
the University of Georgia with the degree of 
A. B. in 1871; took the master’s degree in 
1872; taught a boys’ school in Columbus: 
founded Columbus female college in 1875, and 
remained at its head unt) it was burned in 

884; was then elected professor of natural 
science at Wesleyan college, which position 
he held until he was appointed to his prese 
ent position as state school commissioner. 

Mr. Glenn is a constant attendant upon the 
meetings of the leading educational associa- 
tiors, and is almost always on one or more of 
the programmes. At present he is president of 
both the Southern Educational Association, 
and of the department of superintendents of the 
National Educationel Association

DEPOT BILL IS 
READ IN SENATE 


Measure Set as Special Or- 
der for Next Tues- 
day. 


UPPER HOUSE GOT IN 
COMMITTEE OF WHOLE 


Several Sections of the Constitu- 
tional Amendment Bill Were 
Reconsidered Yesterday. 
Measure Was Laid 
on the Table. 


The depot bill contemplating the im 
provement of the state’s property in this 
city, which was ordered immediately 
transmitted to the senate, was read for 
the first time in that body yesterday 
morning and on motion of Senator Ellis 
was referred to the special Western and 
Atlantic committee, 

The friends of the measure from every 
part of the state, and their name is le- 
gion, were gratified at the action of the 
senate when, by unanimous consent, the 
bill was made the special order for next 
Tuesday. The disposifion of the matter 
is looked upon more as a desire on the 
part of senators to consider the measure 
openly and squarely than as any indica- 
tion of an overwhelming majority al- 
ready in favor of the bill. A large num- 
ber of senators are thoroughly familiar 
with the terms of the bill, while others 
have so far had no chance to consider it. 

The bill will be given a second reading 
today and on next Tuesday it will re- 
ceive its third and last reading, at which 
time it will be placed on its passage. 

Many Reconsiderations. 

The senate was in a peculiar mood 
yesterday morning and during the ses- 
sion that body reconsidered its action on 
several features of the constitutional 
amendment bill. The bill is now on the 
table, having been put there by action of 
the senate after it had changed its action 
on four of the amendments. It was only 
put on the table, however, because there 
were not enough senators present yester- 
day morning to again. pass the sections 
reconsidered. 

Senator Sullivan moved to reconsider 
the action of the senate on his amend- 
ment, Which was to allow the exemption 
of taxes on cotton mills and other. in- 
dustrial developments. This was one of 
the amendments that failed of adoption 
and it was reconsidered. When the bill 
comes up again a strong fight will be 
made to have this amendment put in and 
the advocates of it claim that they will 
succeed, 

Senator Herndon moved to reconsider 
the action of the senate in rejecting the 
amendment making the terms of office of 
the governor four years instead of two. 
He made a strong argument in favor of 
reconsidering this section. ‘‘I can't 
understand,’”’ said he, “why this body 
voted down the amendment giving the 
governor and state house officers four- 
year terms and yet passed the section 
making the term of county officers four 
years. The original proposition was to 
make the governor's term faur years and 
the extension of the county terms came 
in as an after consideration and a conse- 
quence of the other. The idea was in 
making the term longer to put the gover- 
nor as much as pos#ible above politics 
and politicians.’’ oY 

On a vote the senate did reconsider its 
action. Following this Senator Dennard 
moved to reconsider the action of the 
senate in adopting the section putting the 
county officers on four year terms. This 
motion prevailed and the section stands 
reconsidered. 

On a vote the motion to reconsider pre- 
vailed. After these sections ahd been 
reconsidered it was evident that there 
were not thirty senators present, and as 
it takes that many votes to pass the 
bill as a whole, it was tabled on motion 
of Senator Bell. 

In Committee of the Whole. 

In the course of its proceedings the 
senate got Into muddle over a very small 
matter, and it played a joke on itself. 

it did something that the senate has 
never done before, and then ordered that 
something stricken from the journal. 

The unprecedented step was going into 
a committee of the whole and allowing an 
outsider to address the committee. The 
matter arose in this way. Thursday, 
on motion of Senator Dennard, the gener- 
al judiciary committee was instructed to 
report on a local bill establishing a city 
court in the town of Rochelle, in the 
county of Wilcox. Under the resolution 
the committee was given until 12 o'clock 
yesterday to report the bill back to the 
senate, but at that time no action had 
been taken. 

Senator Dennard stated he was anxious 
to have the bill acted on. He then asked 
to withdraw it from the committee and 
moved that by unanimous consent it be 
referred to a committe of the whole sen- 
ate. No .one objected, and the senate 
found itself sitting as a committee, and 
President Howell called Senator Bell to 
the chair. Some one then moved that 
those who opposed the bill be heard from, 
and Judge T. L. Holton was extended the 
privilegre of the floor 

Senator Cann secured the attention to 
the chair ard stated that it was the 
most unheard c&proceeding for the sen- 
ate to resolve itself into a committee of 
the whole. He made the point of order 
that there was no rule allowing such a 
proceeding, and that the whole thing was 
out of order. Senators Smith and How- 
ell both agreed with Senator Cann, but 
Senator Howell said the senate could 
make its own rules and had done this 
cy unanimous consent, 

Senator Bell sustained the point of 
order and said a motion was in order to 
dissolve the committee. 

Senator Dennard then moved that the 
bill be tabled, and that was done. 

Senator Smith then moved that ad of 
that part of the session of the senate 
regarding the committee of the whole be 
taken from the record, and the matter 
wae closed without any official recdrd of 
it.

BLALOCK BILL 


House Has Reconsidered Its 
Action in Defeating the 
Resolution. 


WILL BE SET AS SPECIAL 
ORDER EARLY NEXT WEEK 


Steering Committee Is Appointed 
and During Afternoon the Or- 
der of Business for Today 
Was Prescribed—Several 
Bills Are Passed. 


The house yesterday morning reconsid- 
ered its action of Wednesday in defeating 
the Blalock resolution, The vote was 74 
to 61. That the house will have an op- 
portunity of voting on the measure again 
within the next few days seems to be a 
certainty. The steering committee which 
was appointed during the afternoon ses- 
sion will unquestionably fix the resolu- 
tion for consideration early next week, 
probably for Tuesday, and the friends of 
the bill appear sanguine of success. 

The resolution provides that the interest 
on the bonded debt of the state be paid 
out of the pubdlic property fund. On 
Wednesday Mr. Blalock gave notice of a 
motion to reconsider and that motion was 
made at the beginning of yesterday morn- 
ing’s session. Several speeches were made 
on the motion and then the house voted 


to reconsider. 

During the afternoon session the rules 
committee was empowered to prescribe the 
order of business from day to day during 
the remainder of the session, and as a 
steering committee that body will en- 
deavor to arrange matters so that as 
much business as possible will be trans- 
acted daily. Before adjournment was 
taken the committee made a report out- 
lining the order of business for today as 


follows: 

First, reports of standing committees; 
second, house bills for first reading; third, 
house bills for second reading; fourth, 
senate bills for first reading; fifth, senate 
bills for second reading; sixth, house res- 
olutions; seventh, local house bills for 
third reading; eighth, local senate bills for 
third reading; ninth, general house bills, 
with local application, for third reading; 
tenth, local senate bills, with local appli- 
cation, for third reading; eleventh, gen- 
eral house bills for third reading in the 
order in which members request, after 
this order of business is reached that they 
be placed on day's calendar. 

Several bills were passed during the af- 
ternoon session and others were placed 
upon their passage, but were tabled by 
their authors on account of the small at- 
tendance. 

The Morning Session. 

The Blalock resolution was the first 
matter taken up yesterday morning. 

The bill by Mr. Miller, of Muscogee, 
which sought to amend that section of the 
constitution limiting the children to whom 
the common schools of the state shall be 
free: instead of all children as now pro- 
vided, failed to pass as the favorable re- 
port of the committee was disagreed to. 
Considerable discussion was had on the 
measure before this action was taken. 

One of the most important matters 
which came up was the report of the com- 
mittee on reapportionment of congres- 
sional districts. A minority report, signed 
by three members of the committee, was 
also submitted. The minority report pro- 
tested again any changes in the present 
districts. 

The report of the committee, as already 
published, recommends that the counties 
of Stewart and Webster be taken from 
the third district and put in the fourth; 
that Johnson be transferred fro the 
eleventh to the tenth; that Emafmuel be 
transferred from the first to the tenth; 
that Laurens and Dodge be transferred 
from the eleventh to the third; that Ber- 
rien be transferred from the second to the 
eleventh, and that Lincoln be transferred 
from the tenth to the eighth. 

When the report comes up to be acted 
upon it is expected that a lively debate 
will result. Mr. Miller, chairman of the 
joint reapportionment committee, infro- 
duced a resolution providing that the biil 
and report be made the special order for 
next Monday morning. The resolution 
was referred to the rules committee. 

Mr. Grice, of Pulaski, also introduced 
a resolution seeking to make the mill- 
tary appropriation bill the special order 
for next Tuesday morning and this was 
likewise referred to the committee on 
rules. 

The military bill provides that $30,000 
shall be appropriated for the state troops 
and the appropriation committee has 
submitted a favorable report on the 
measure. A circular letter has been sent 
out from Savannah to every member of 
the legislature asking that the bill be 
passed. The letter was prepared by 
Captain W. E. Coney, adjutant of the 
First infantry, and the paper has been 
signed by Colonel R. WU. Thomason, 
Colonel W. E. Wooten, Colonel E. D. 
Huguenin, Colonel Park Woodward, 
Colonel P. W. Meldrim, Colonel T. 8. 
Wrylly, Commander D. Aiken, Major W. 
W. Williamson, Captain George P. Walk- 
er and Captain L. D. Morris, all of 
whom are commanding officers of the 
state. ; 

The following bill was read for the 
first time: 


By Mr. Johnson, of Appling: To amend the 
act amending the charter of the city of Bax- 
ley so as to authorize the mayor and city 
council to levy and collect a tax for water 
works purposes. 


The Afternoon Session. 

When the afternoon session opened Mr. 
Davis, of Newton, addressed the house 
on the bill to establish a city court of 
Covington in lieu of the county court 
of Newton. He declared that certain 
persons who were making a fight on 
him were oppgsing the bill and that he 
hoped the house would not agree to 
the unfavorable report of the commit- 
tee. The committee’s report was dis- 
agreed to. 

Then came up the bill by Mr. George, 
ef Morgan, which seeks to make it a 
misdemeanor for any person seeking em- 
ployment with one person when under 
contract with another. It was opposed 
by Mr. Houston, of Fulton. Mr. Hous- 
ton said he could not understand why 
the gentleman from Morgan should in- 
troduce a measure which sought to re- 
establish slavery in Georg'a. 

“This if an act to make criminals of 
the ignorant class of the state,” said 
he. “‘We are here not to enact laws to 
oppress the defenseless, but to protect 
the weak and helpless.” 

He said the bill was not constitutional. 
Mr. Houston referred to the- bill as an 
iniquitous measure. 

Mr. George declared that Mr. Houston 
had placed himself in the position of 
opposing & measure the provisions of 
which he was not acquainted with. Mr. 
Houston replied that he’ had heard it 
read. Mr. George said the bill wag de- 
signed to protect the landlord. 

When the measure was put upon its 
passage Mr. George called for the ayes 
and nays. The call was sustained. Later 
the bill was tabled.

TOUGHS TRY 70 
MURDER OFFICER 


— 


Two Negroes Shet Down in a Serious 
Row Last Night. 


FIGHT STARTED IN A DIVE 


oa, 


Eight Armed Negroes Shoot Their 
Way Out—Officers Give Chase. 
Three Negroes Arrested. 


The police and a crowd of negroes were 
mixed up in a lively shooting affair last 
night about 10 o’clock in which an effort 
was made to murder an Officer, with 
the result that two negroes were shot 
down. 

Officers Bone and Fogg were doing 
some special detective work in citizen's 
clothes and entered a house on the 
second floor of a building at the corner 
of Decatur and Courtland streets. 

A pistol shot was heard on Decatur 
street and immediately afterwards 2 
woman screamed. The officers ran down- 
stairs and when they reached Courtland 
street they saw two negroes running to- 
ward Gilmer street. Officer Bone chased 
one of the negroes, who darted into an 
alley. Officer Fogg ran after the other 
negro, who stopped suddenly and threw 
a pistol into the officer’s face with the 
intention of killing him. The officer, 
however, had his weapon already out, 
and before the negro could fire he shot 
and sent a ball through the negro's 
right arm. This caused the would-be 
murderer to drop his weapon and cry 
out with pain. 

The negro who was shot by Officer 
Fogg was taken to the police barracks, 
where his wound was dressed by City 
Physician Hurt. The prisoner gave his 
name as Charley Jones, and he cursed 
and abused the police and swore to kill 
Officer Fogg as soon as he got out. 

A further investigation of the affair 
showed that the p'‘stol shot that had 
first attracted the attention of the po- 
lice had been fired in the dancing dive 
run by Henry Beattie on Decatur. tear 
Courtland street. 

Were Trapped in Dive. 

Beattie, it seems, had ascertained that 
eight negroes had entered his place, all 
armed with new pistols, and that they 
intended to give trouble. Beattie, who 
often assists the police, had learned that 
a hardware store had recently been bur- 
glarized and several pistols stolen. He 
secretly ordered the doors locked and 
sent for the police. The armed negroes 
saw they had been trapped in the dive 
and they all drew their pistols and for 
a while it looked like a wholesale affray 
was about to take place. Beattie’s life 
was in danger, but he stood his grounds 
with his own pistol in his hand. 

At this juncture Will Stokes, a negro, 
tried to enter the dive, and finding the 
doors locked on the outside, he opened 
one and was about to step into the 
dance hall when one of the armed ne- 
groes on the inside, mistaking him for 
an Officer, fired upon him. Stokes fell 
to the floor and the gang of toughs es- 
caped. 

Officers Bone and Fogg heard the shot 
fired at Stokes ahd they were in time 
to see two of the gang running away. 
Then followed the. attempt by Charley 
Jones to murder Officer Fogg. 

Stokes was taken to the hospital, where 
his wound was dressed. The ball had 
passed through his leg and the injury 
Was not serious. 

Jones was the negro who shot Stokes 
and he will be held for assault with in- 
tent to murder. 

Percy Echols, a third negro, was ar- 
rested on suspicion of being one of the 
gang. He denies all knowledge of the 
affair. 

The police believe the eight pistols 
which the toughs had in the dive were 
stolen from the store of the Anderson 
Hardware Company on the corner of 
Edgewood avenue and Peachtree street, 
which was burglarized two nights ago. 

The police are trying to find the rest 
of the gang. Two pistols have been re- 
covered. One was taken from Jones 
and the other was found at the foot of 
the stairs leading to the dive. Both are 
new and have never been used.

the week aggregate 4,604,846 bushels as 
against 5,117,578 last week and 3,432,159 in 
this week last year. Exports July 1 to 
date aggregate 132,423,206 bushels as 
against 0,175,152 last season. 

“Corn exports aggregate 362,844 bushels 
as against 630,968 bushels last week and 
5,371,377 last year. July 1 to date corn 
exports are 19,516,931 bushels against 78,- 
848,203 last season. 

“After a slight breathing spell in Oc- 
tober prices, influenced chiefly by the 
cereals, provisions and metals apparent- 
ly resumed their upward course in No- 
vember, and the index number on De- 
cember 1 as reported by Bradstreet’s is 
85,775, a gain of seven-tenths of 1 per 
cent over the index number of November 
1 and of 3 per cent over the low water 
mark of June 1, but a decline of 8 per 
cent from the high water mark of Feb- 
ruary, 1900. In all six out of the thirteen 
classes of products advanced during No- 
vember, these being breadstuffs, provi- 
sions, live stock, the metals, coal and 
coke and miscellaneous products; 45 prod- 
ucts advancing, 23 declining and 235 re- 
maining unchanged as a resu!t of opera- 
tions during that month. Compared with 
a year ago, 51 products are higher. 42 
lower and 13 remain unchanged. 

‘‘Business failures in the United States 
for the week number 237 as against . 189 
last week, 224 in this week last year, 220 
in 1899, 237 in 1898, and 292 in 1897. 

“Canadian failures number 23 against 
26 last week and 27 a year ago.”’ 


Dun’s Review. 
New York, December 6.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade will say 
tomorrow: 


“Current trade is of ample dimensions, 
but traffic congestion grows worse anc 
labor controversies add to the embar- 
rassment of shippers. If consignments of 
fancy goods for the holiday trade are 
delayed much longer there will be seri- 
ous loss. Prices of commodities tend up- 
ward. 

“Although nominal quotations of fron 
and steel are unchanged, figures _re- 
fer only to future deliveries, and in most 
cases prices for current shipment de- 
mand a considerable premium. Since this 
margin is influenced by local conditions 
at the various mills and furnaces, be- 
sides being further complicated by scar 
city of freight cars and strikes, it is ai- 
most impossible to arrive at a fairly 
representative price level. In general, 
however, the tone is distinctly firmer 
with especial scarcity of billets and fur- 
ther importations. Steel rail mills are 
still accepting orders with their capacity 
engaged about up to the end of next 
year, and there is much concern regard- 
ing the filling of contracts since the lack 


of fuel grows more alarming. Instead of } 


pig iron production showing another new 
high record on December 1, as was indi- 
cated -by the urgency of demand, it now 
appears probable that a loss will be offi- 
cially announced because coke was not 
available. Instead of furnace stocks being 
entirely eliminated, an increase may be 
recorded since cars could not be secured 
to remove supplies. Merchant steel milis 
have orders for months ahead. A season- 
able decrease has occurred in the move- 
ment of pipe, while independent mills 
have furnished sufficient competition in 
sheets and wire nails to bring slightly 
lower prices. The corner in tin collapsed, 
prices falling about 8c in a few days, 
and silver declined to the lowest point 
since Septerhber, 1897. 

Activity and strength are conspicuous 
in the markets for domestic wool. Coates 
Bros’. circular makes the average of 100 
grades 17.51 cents, which is the best price 
recorded since May. Concessions are not 
secured by purchasers, but on the other 
hand holders grow more _ confident. 
Despite recent phenomenal sales at Bos- 
ton, there is steady buying and stocks do 
not accumulate, although arrivals are 
liberal. Makers of heavy weight woolens 
received good duplicate orders, while con- 
tracts for spring Hnes come forward 


“Cotton goods are in better request, but 
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the sudden rise in raw material, and if it 
is sustained there will probably be a new 
price list of prints. Coatse colored cot- 
tons are selling well, largely for export. 

‘“‘Foot wear factories are busy on spring 
goods, many having contracts for some 
months’ full occupation. Chicago hides 
show a further decline, but imported dry 
hides are well sustained. 

“Staple products continue advancing, 
corn making a most sensational gain. Ex- 
traordinarily high prices for this cereal 
tempted many traders to sell future con- 
tracts in expectation of a sharp reaction, 
but a further violent rise to the highest 
price for many years compelled covering 
at severe losses. This grain is not gov- 
erned by precedent, the smallest exports 
for many years failing to produce any 
effect. Shipments from Atlantic ports for 
the week geached the lowest point since 
1894, amounting to only 278,215 bushels, 
against 6,336,715 last year. 

“Wheat was sharply advanced to the 
best price of the season, largely through 
sympathy with corn, for which it was 
freely substituted. Poor weather for the 
new crop winter wheat and liberal mill- 
ing demands were also strengthening 
factors, besides exports from all ports of 
the United States, amounting to 4,815,752 
bushels for the week, against 3,206,211 a 
year ago. 

“Cotton was aroused from its lethargy 
by an unexpectedly low official statement 
of the current crop at only 9,674,000 bales, 
when about a million more was predicted 
by the members. of the leading ex- 
changes. Vigorous speculation and an 
advance of over $2 a bale occurred when 
the low yield was announced.
